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of the office for which he is named on the official ballot, to be
used at the primary cleetion in ecities holding primary elections.
The order in which the names shall be so printed shall be deter-
mined by drawing lots by or under the supervision of the eity
clerk at his office; at twelve o’clock on the Monday first succeed-
ing the last day for filing such papers. The office at the time
of such drawing shall he open for the attendance of any elector
who may desire to Le present.

Section 35—23.  The ballot shall be so arranged as to admit
of any other person being voted for by the clector if he so de-
sires. and shall be prepared so that an elector may designate his
first and sceond choice as provided in section 11—12 of the stat-
utes. The persons, equal in namber to twice the number of
persons 1o be elected to any oflice, receiving the highest vote for
such office, determined under the rules provided by secetions 11
—16 and 11-=17 of the statutes, shall be the nominees for such
office, and their names, and no,others, shall be placed upon the
official hallot at the ensning municipal election in eities in which
primary clecticns are held,

Seetion 35—24, Fxeept inso far as they are inconsistent here-
with, the Taws of the staie coverning primary ond general elew-
tions shall apply 1o sueh municipal elections,

AN ACT to amend first paragraph of seetion 4560a---3 of the
statutes, relating to the use of dip nets,
The people of the State of Wisconsing represented in Sewale and

Assembly, do cnacl as jollows:

Section 1. The first paragraph of section $260a—3 of the
statutes is amended to read:  Seetion $960a—3, It shall be un-
lawful and is hereby prohibited to set, use or operate a dip net,
in any of the inland waters of this state, exeept in the streams
or rivers flowing into Lake Michigan, and west shore of Grecn
Bay erclusive of the For rivor, within a distance of ten miles of
the shore of said lake and hay ond ip Hhe Milwaukee river within
a distance of Deenty mides from the shore of said lake, and in the
cast and west branches of the Foud du Lac viver emptying into
Liake Winnebago, within three miles of said lake, and {n the lown
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of Ripon, Fond du Lac county, Wisconsin, from the old Arcade
danm on Sileev creek to the Green Lake county ling, and in the
waters herein enumerated, dip nets not to exceed fourteen feet
i diameter with meshes not less than two-inch stretech measure,
may he used only for the purpose of taking and catehing buffalo
fish. carp. celpout. garfish, redhorse and suckers.

(CHAPTER 13.

AN ACT To appropriate a sum therein named to the Black
River Talls relief committee for the construction of dams,
dikes, retaining walls and other works for reelabning and pro-
tecting swamp and overflowed lands in and adjaeent to the
eity of Black River Falls.

The people of e Stale of Wisconsin, represenled in Scnale and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTON 1. There is hereby appropriated from the drainage
fund to the committee heretofore appointed by the governor and
known as the Black River Falls relief committee the sum of
seventy-one thousand dollars.  Said sum shall be used in part to
reimburse said committee for moneys already expended by it in
the construetion of dawms. dikes, retaining walls and other works
i or along the Black river for reclaiming and protecting swamp
and overflowed lands granted to the state by the United States
by act of congress approved September 28, 1850, and located in
and adjacent to the city of Black River Fualls, and thie remainder
of said sum shall be used for completing such works now under
construrtion, to ceustruet such additional works as mayv be neees-
sary for reclaiming and protecting such lands. and to compensate
the hydrauolie engineer engaged to direct said works.

Said committee shall, when its duties under this act slhiall have
heen fully discharged. make a full report to the governor of the
purposes for which the moneys herein appropriated shall have
been expended.

There having heen paid into the general fund from the pro-
ceeds of the sales of swamp and overflowed lands granted to the
state by act of congress above mentioned a suuin of money in ex-
cess of the sum hereby appropriated. the state treasurer is di-
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
